No wo¬ 
men are seen about the mdtques 
xcept t few miserable creatures j 
who stand*about the door and beg 
Irom Ihc stranger. 1 am told that I 
the woman are allowed to go up 
once a year, but in the mind of the 
Mohamedan a woman has no soul, 
and he is an exceptional Mohame 
dan husband who does not beat 
his wile. 

The houses in the Arab quarter 
do not face on the street but on 
an open court yard within. The 
streets are there fore very narrow | 
not more than six or eight feet 
wide. The are dark and filthy, 
thronged with the miserable gco- 
ple. It is a great contrast to.go 
back to the French quarter where 1 
the appearance is that of an Amer 
ican city. The most splendid part 
of the city with the magnificent 
villas built by the pirate kings arc 
owned by the British, who live in 
them. The English seem to get 
the best of most things. This is 4] 
great winter retort. Flowers are 
blooming in profusion everywhere 
while oranges, lemons, figs, etc., 
hang in profusion in all the gar¬ 
den. 

I met here a Boer refugee 1 
asked the question, which may 1 
well be asked of every man with 
whom you wish to converse; “Do 
you speak English ?"

I wish I could tell more of AI 
giers, hut any of my friends who 
wish lo know more will be pan- 
rot and watt til May. After be¬ 
ing delayed a *fs» we were able to 
gel aboard and move on to Malta, 
of which I hope to write you later

Rev William Kennedy, a Southern

>ints of bis personal fh*u>t*. Fair 
two or three years he has passed 
much of hit time in Highland and

shoulders and wore a flowing 
beard. When on horseback ar 
rayed in the gray toggery of .1 
Confederate mounted i nlantry sol 
dier, his general appearance wa> 
vividly suggestive of a grizzled li¬ 
on on the saddle.. As many per¬ 
sons around Williamsvillc were dc 
sirous to hear him preach, I gave' 
him a cordial invitation to speak 
at the regular morning service, 
'April 16, 1865. A larger audi¬ 
ence than usual was present. He 
mounted the pulpit attired in his 
Confederate blouse simply, with 
out coat or vest, and with solemn 
and deliberate mein opened the 
exercises with prayer and hymns 
and Bible reading. 

Turning to Job i.q, he announc¬ 
ed his text: "Doth Job fear God 
lor naught?" His allusion to the 
authorsnip of the text produced a 
stillness in the audience that scent 
ed oppressively breathless for sev-, 
oral monmts; "These wools are | 
the sayings of one of the holy I 
prophets, nor any of the Bible 
seers, but are the words of the dev 
il. Though the text be a saying oi 
the devil, it is useful to ns in this 
solemn juncture of affairs, from 
the great fact that this devilish 
saving illustrates the truth that 
principles of general application 
may be and are exemplified by 
iglc instances of a personal 
character or history." In the ap¬ 
plication the speaker made a gen¬ 
eral reference to one's trials, sor¬ 
rows, and difficulties individually, 
but jie fired up and his I coniine 
eyes blazed with nameless lustre 
when he came to a special appli¬ 
cation to our national trials dunng 
the dant and fearful ilays then so 
slowly and so sorrowfully passing 
by at the time of his speaking. In 
stentorian tones and with an over 
whelming tide of emotion he affir¬ 
med his confidence in the ultimate 
and glorioua success of the Con¬ 
federate Army, and adjured his 
hearers nol to inter from the pres¬ 
ent apparent hidings of God face 
that our cause was lust. 

We were invited at the close of 
the services to the same home, by 
Mrs Major Byrd, where we spent

The angler could cast any kind 
•f a fly upon the surface ol the

V.l up ami take it. The sport is 
I .1 a more temperate order now, 
but it is still very fair. The good 
fid times ol the eighties when a 
school ol minnows was on every 
shoal and a crawfish under every 
istone, are gone lorcver, and the 
'bass has had to go to work. 

The bass is to the catfish what a 
limbec wolf is to sheep. They 
have driven the catfish (one ol the 
best tabic fish in the world when 
taken in pure water) practically 
from the river. In 1886 1 saw 
fully a hundred large catfish in the 
upper Kcc Eddy in one school, 

f cntlv wheeling and turning. As 

have never seen two catfish to¬ 
gether since then 1 have often 
wondered if it was not a last 
stand ofsome of thecatfish against 
the conquering Uitlander. In 
those days there was probably 
hundreds of black bass in every 
pool of the Greenbrier in this sec¬ 
tion. A catch was an absolute 
certainty if the stage ol the water 
was any thing near right. 

In 1 caught a bass at the 

mouth of Knapps Creek which 
weighted 4 pounds and 12 ounces. 
It is the largest bass I have ever 
landed though 1 have caught 
some thousands since then. My 
fishing has been confined mostly 
to pools within walking distance 
of the town of Marlinton, where 
the pools arc shallow, and it is un¬ 
usual to take a bass of this size. 
In fact l do not know of any fish 
as large as this having been tak¬ 
en from any of the pools near 
Marlinton, unless it was one that 
measured & inches, but was not 
weighed, but at Buckeye where 
there is a deep pool five pounders 
are not so rare. I used to parse a 
sentence ar school to the effect; 
"The largest fi.sh live in the deep¬ 
est water," and f have found it 
I true in-nver fishing

Me 
threw the bass over to us on the 
dry land, and we put it on a 
hook and let it *wim down in the 
open pool, then we pulled it out 
and counted it as two. As the 
night wore on wc caught tha; 
fish a dozen or more times, and 
we were greatly edified by our

Ahout midnight lie came ashore 
ami remarked casually that he 
would look at the catch.

catch sight on their rifles. 

Next camcjhe big gray, three- 
legged wolf, and a shot was not 
taken that time. In the days «f 
the Hint lock rifle powder was not 
burned by hunters until all things 
were ready lor it took too much 
timwto reload. 

A third wolf came by and at that 
one Mr Heard took a shot, shoot- 
it through the hips. The dogs 
were loosed, and tney sprang out 
at the creature which took refuge 
in a fallen tree, and there stood off 
the dogs, one of which was a large 
grey hound. Shouting to hit sou 
not to shoot for fear of killing a 
dog, the hunters reconoitered and 
Mr Heard then took 
his son's gun and shot at the wolf 
hut only grazed it and shot the 
grey hound in the foot, making r. 
bad wound: the very thing he had 
feared doing. 

Tlic wolf sprang out of his corn 
er and made off The grtv hound 
was badly off and lay howling. The 
other dogs refused to follow. The 
younger Mr Beard ran alter the 
wounded wolf and was just about 
able to keep his distance, when 
the grey hound came to, and rac-1 
ing on three legs, overtook the ' 
wolf and catching him by the 
throat threw the animal down. Mr , 
Heard look it by the hind legs 
and held it down while his father 
dispatched it with his hunting 
knife. 

A short time after this DrMann 
put out hit famous bait of a horse 
that had been led bleeding a long 
distance, then shot and impreg¬ 
nated with strychnine. This 
caused a holocaust among the 
wolves and ravens of that region 
and one of the first wolves to be 
found was the big gray three leg¬ 
ged wolf. 

This was the beginning of the 
use of strychnine by which means 
the county has been rid of the tec, 
rible timber wolf.
